Gang, 

This relates to the ANC-4 noise cancelling (phasing) device by JPS which a 
number of us have found to be indispensible in high noise locales. See posts 
earlier this week for how to buy one or find the Davis RF ad in QST. 


Here are the mods I have received directly from Tom Jacks, P.E. K4ICJ at JPS: 


1. To increase sensitivity of the T/R circuit to respond to lower powered 
QRP rigs (not needed for rigs running >3w) Tom says: 


"Increasing sensitivity is quite easy to do, Preston. In the pad located 
close to the two S0239 connectors, locate R18 and R31 (both 3k). Change both 
of these to 10k and your problem should be solved." 

2. To set up the ANC-4 to switch T/R directly from a keyline Tom advises: 


"It's not all that hard to do and we may do it ourselves in time if we elect 
to modify the ANC-4. First, set the Decal jumper to "Fast". Then connect a 


1N4004 diode anode (arrow head) to the top (closest to the rear) of R29 and 
take the cathode (bar) through a wire externally to your keyline. That's all 
there is to it. Good luck. 73, Tom" 


That's it gang. Hope it helps. Since I boosted the power out of my Sierra, 
I frankly have not needed to try these mods. But I sure saved them for the 
future.

I am posting this message to the list and to Dwayne at LDG, since 
recently many of us got new tuner kits. 


How long does it take for the tuner, QRO or QRP, to go to sleep? 
I didn't see in the manuals anything about the time interval between 
active and inactive (sleep) mode. 


I noticed that the QRP tuner can be put to sleep in either auto 
or semi modes by press the CAP and IND switches together. 

If you made the correction to the wiring of these switches that 
I posted earlier, you have to press the two toggles UP at the 
same time, not DOWN as the manual describes. 


That change was to made to the QRP unit to make its operation 

the same as the QRO unit, i.e., UP on the toggles means increase 
CAP or IND, not to decrease them as wiring according to the 
manual would do. The QRO tuner uses SPST pushbuttons, not SPDT 
toggle switches, but the operation should be the same as the silk 
screening shows on either unit. SPDT toggles actuate the reverse 
terminal from the toggle position. 


I'm listening to my QRP tuner now with a big "birdie" at about 
14.147 MHz to see if it ever goes to sleep on its own in the 
semi mode. So far, as I write this, it hasn't. 


I don't know about the behavior of the QRO model, since I just 
removed the uP from it and returned it to LDG for a software 
(firmware?) upgrade, and my unit was purchased Feb 16, 1996 
and had the old code in it. 


Just wondering what the story is here, and figured the rest of 
you might be interested too. BTW, the QRP tuner is still "awake" as 
I finish this.

Hi All, 


I just picked up several of the Proam Hamstick clone antennas. I mounted 
the first one, the 40 meter antenna about 3 weeks ago and it tuned up 
great, about 1:3-1 and worked fine. The whole plan here was to be able 
to work some QRP mobile. The antenna mount is on the back right corner 
of 3/4 Chevy conversion van. The mount is a stud mount clamped to the 
aluminum ladder on the back. The mount is stainless steel and I have not 
made any provisions for extra grounding. I have looked and it appears 
that the ladder is bolted right to the metal of the door without any 
insulation. At first the 40 meter antenna worked just fine. I then 
started to notice some signal flutter when driving. Then it would start 


to go "deaf" at times. I checked the coax, the connectors and all. SWR 
will now not go below 3:0-1 anywhere in the 40 meter band. Now the plot 
thickens. I replaced the stud mount as it appeared the ham fest special 
that I had could short to the stud maybe. Then I found that something in 
the coax or connectors had gone bad, so, new coax and connectors and 
stud mount. Stuck the 17 meter stick on there and it tuned up just fine. 
1:4-1 or less all across the band both on the Autek RF-1 and direst 
reading. Same same on the 20 meter stick. Tuned up just nice. BUT the 30 
meter stick will not go below 2:5-1 and the 40 meter stick will not go 
below 3:0-1 now. All I had before was the 40 meter stick and at first it 
tuned up fine. Now the 40 meter and 30 meter stick will not tune. Is it 
possible that the moount needs extra grounding? I tried running a jumper 
wire from what appeared to be a good chassis ground to the mount and it 
did not appear to make a difference. The way that the antemmas mount, 
about half of the bottom is within 6 inches of the body, but all of the 
main coil on the bottom is in the clear of the roof and the stinger is 
completely above the roof, only the bottom third of the antenna is bleow 
the roof line. HELP! I just spent about 2-3 hours trying to figure it 
out and cannot. All advice excepted.

Report from HR6\KA2Z0IG\QRP -- Morgan's Cay, Bay Islands, Honduras 
BACKGROUND: 

The XYL and I were treated to 10 days of R&R -- we'd been through 
the Japanese Embassy "thing" in December. Stay tuned, once the 
hostages are all out I'll fill you in on the "inside" radio 


story. WHAT, you did not copy that one? -- So we went off to a 
quiet place. Having worked in Honduras twice but never having 


been to the Bay Islands made it a logical place to go considering 
that the "home of record" was Connecticut and it was mid-Feb! 


First apologies for the initial mix up was it HR8 or HR6?- Then 
apologies to the Q-QRP members. Try as I might, I never did hear 
any European stations, and these islands were settled by the 
British a couple of ways back in the 1700's. Then to the NW-QRP 
crowd - I was in there Monday night - sorry no action. Here in 
Lima I can hear you from time to time. I did work Mike (W7AJ) 2- 
way QRP but just before sunset.

The Florida contacts (10) were the most frequent and then TN came 
in with 7 contacts followed by 6 in OH & TX, then 4 from MN which 
I attributed to some sort of a home sensitivity on the part of 
the Explorer II from Oak Hills Research! There were some New 
Englanders but they were not operating from New England! Only 
one came through -- from Mass. 


There were 12 2-way QRPs QSOs out of the 73 QSOs 


So much for the "statistics" The real fun was in the QSOs and 
almost QSOs. Many long QSOs were had and some repeats. One of 
the neatest was with Wayne (WB4FFW) in TN -- although we got 
QRM'd and had to QSY he took a message for my Mom in Connecticut 
and relayed it. She came down and brought all of the goodies 
suggested in the message. Then too, the QSO with Jim (K6LM/M) in 
Houston while he was mobile and not running much power at all (7 
watts to a mobile vertical if I copied well). 


My original intent was to check out the gray line. OP-time was 
to be sunrise and sunset +/- 1 hour. An here is where the 


cultural habits intervene. Yes, about sunrise the band opened, 
but part of the phenomenon is that folks get up about that time. 
However, the band folded a couple of hours after sunset (23:38 
UTC) and that is pretty early for the US so I do not think that 
it was a cultural factor there. Moreover, the band stayed opened 
during the day and about an hour after my sunrise the traffic 
really started to flow and it stayed opened all day. According 
to my propagation program, most of the States are only 1 hop away 
-- we are dealing with N-S propagation. 


DX East to West was a loss (Cuba is closer than Florida so that 
is not a test of E-W DX) and I had a clear shot at the horizon in 
all directions. Rotating the dipole (many palm trees available) 
did not change the SWL -- Nothing to the Far East or West. (I 
went into an SWL mode after the voltage dropped at night). 


I heard the pile-ups of that "rare DX" but I could not make out 
where it was at 22:50 UTC on 6 FEB. Down south I did hear the 
fellow in Cuenca, Ecuador (HC5) who is usually on in the evening 
and one CE4 station. Costa Rica is South of Honduras, but that 
is a half a skip away! There really isn't much CW action on 30 
meters here in South America (a fair amount of SSB pirates 
though!) 


Running solar power -- the house had 3 panels, 2 truck batteries 
which had seen better days, and a few light bulbs. After the sun 
was up the "system" was supplying 16 Volts! Big fears on my part 
so by turning on one of the light bulbs it would drop down to 
about 14 Volts. Those were the brighter moments :>{) 


The light bulbs were real energy hogs -- they were 12 volters and 
only about 25 watts, but had big elements and looked like 120 
volt jobs. Come sunset I had to watch the voltage and turn off 
the bulbs - fortunately the XYL has a sense of humor and can read 
in the dark! I had to use a flash light to read the log. By the 
time the voltage dropped to 8 volts the Explorer II let the world 
know that things were not happy. It began chirping like mad! 
Consistently I got those chirping reports beginning about 10 
volts. Also, the Explorer II started hearing chirpy! The first 
night I was pretty excited and assumed that all of those chirpy 
stations were HB QRP. At those times if a light bulb were on in 
the place you could see the "key-down." It also would go into a 
bit of an offset. That is, transmit on a lower frequency than 
receiving, but, not to fear, the Explorer's RIT handled that. 
That is, I'd call CQ and listen down. That is a report on how 
well the Explorer II can handle low voltage -- pretty well I 
think. 


It was a great vacation, the fresh fish was fine. 


Next chore is to make some QSL cards and get them out. Next year 
I'll wrap up the remaining 25 States! 


BTW, I thanked folks who really made an effort to copy me; They 
made the effort I just pushed the memory "CQ-CQ-CQ" button on the 
keyer. 


One closing comment on Antennas. Here in Lima I've been using a 
vertical mounted on the roof at about 50 + meters. In 
preparation for the trip I made a full-sized dipole and hung it 
as a Sloper off the roof down toward the parking lot. Both are 
resonant. Guess what? Both have vertical polarization, but the 
dipole was not only an "S-unit" above the vertical, it brought 
out signals which the vertical did not even have "in the mud."

I'm building one TiCK as a "stand-alone" keyer. The construction manual 
calls for a 12v supply. I would like to put the whole thing,including a 


9 v battery in a Celestial Seasonings tin. Has anyone tried running the 
TiCK with the 78L05 on 9 volts? The only data sheets I have (1975 vintage) 
are for the LM78LQ5C and LM78LO5AC and show a typical minimum dropout 
voltage (Vin-Vout) of 1.7v which suggests that it might work.

Hi Gang, 

I just had a failure of a pulley at the top of my HB mast. While trying to 
free it I broke the HB 40/20 loop that was almost up. so to square one I 
had to go. 

I put up an inverted V, apex up at 25', legs each 72 feet, ends 6' off the 
ground. Using an MFJ-259 and frequency counter I found some interesting 


results. 


1) This antenna is not in the same league as my HB vertical on 40M. It is 


down an s-unit or more. 
2) On 80 through 15 (less 30M) the ZM-1 can get me a match close to 1.2:1. 


3) On the same bands the St. Louis tuner cannot get a match below 3:1 on 
80 or 20, and 40 is only a bit better. 


4) The ZM-1 gets the best match when the DC ground is attached xAND* the 
RF readial field consisting of 6 radials from 30 to 140 feet long. 


5) I guess all of this means that I should cut the antenna legs to 67' 
each to optimize 80M for the CQC test Sunday night. 


Oh, did I mention that the antenna is fed with 100 feet of ladder line? 
CU all in the contests this weekend.

I have discarded the original piece, but can re-create it. It will 
be "briefer", which is probably not a bad thing :) 


The current discussion on the Internet and various Ham Magazines, 
including QST, on the code proficiency requirement is troubling to 
me in one important aspect. I think by using Morse/CW as a barrier 
to entry into amateur radio HF operation, we do a disservice to the 
mode. 


To this day, I hate broccoli. What does that have to do with this 
discussion? Well, if it weren't forced on me, I might have learned 
to like it. You don't tell an individual "it's good for you" and 
expect them to eat it. We treat Morse/CW much in the same manner. 


It is good for you, so "shut up and learn the code." 


Rather, I think those of us dedicated to preserving CW need to look 
at other analogies. We have to recognize that CW is outmoded, 
ineffective (regardless of the ability to copy CW under difficult 
circumstances -- PACTOR and AMTOR have us licked, even in 
weak-signal conditions), and all the other arguments used against 
the code proficiency requirements of Element 1(a, b, or c) are in 
fact valid. 


But, then again, so is sailing. Why, in the era of supersonic jet 
transport, would sailing still be popular? Or ballooning? 


=46rankly, the reason these "outmoded" forms of transportation are 
still around is for a simple reason: their beauty, their style, and 
their grace and elegance. Much of their utility comes from a basic 
recognition that the means/method is as important, if not more 
important, to some of us than the end objective (i.e., 
effectiveness). 


In other words, those of us dedicated to CW/Morse need to drop it as 
an entry barrier. We need to talk about the beauty of the means; 
the simplicity of the radios used. We need to draw people into the 
mode, rather than forcing it on others. How many teens like 
learning some sort of code that their parents don't understand? 
CW/Morse, with its related abbreviations and Q-signals, fits the 
bill nicely. 


When we examine the barriers to entry into amateur radio, the code 
proficiency is perhaps the least effective. Examine any amateur 
band, particularly HF, in the presence of your children or 
grandchildren, and explain to them how the code proficiency 
requirement helps create courteous amateurs who practice "good 
amateur radio." I am appalled to allow a youngster on HF, because 
of the profanity and lack of respect for our fellow amateur. 


No, the code proficiency requirement needs to go. 


Why do I keep saying code proficiency? Because knowing the code is 
very, very different than proficiency. And our exams test 
proficiency, not knowledge. It is a skills-based rather than a 
knowledge-based test. Rather, I think it simple to include 10 
questions on every exam covering recognition. What does the Morse 
Code combination "didahdidit" represent? 


In this respect, we can examine for Morse/CW recognition as we test 
the aspects of other modes, like RTTY (shifts and encoding methods) 
and Packet, or SSTV, or even satellite. 


What other barriers do we need to drop to increase our ranks? 


After a five year absence from the hobby, I was amazed that cost had 
not changed much. A new HF rig still costs between $1,000 and 
$1,500 for a baseline all-HF-band, all-mode radio. Yet how many 
14-year-olds, given the option, would opt to spend their entire 
summer Savings on an HF rig over, say, a Pentium 120 with 6 months 
of internet access? 


One of the objectives of amateur radio is the "advancement of the 
radio art." Cost makes that a barrier. Even I am loathe to do 
something as simple as change the finals on a commercial HF rig, 
much less to attempt to improve the AGC circuit, or add a more 
effective receive filter. 


To me, part of that "advancement" involves the reduction (or 
simplicity) of circuit design without degrading performance, and at 
a lower cost. Component cost is certainly part of it. 


But when will someone invent a "non-etching" PC board? Foolproof 
methods for winding toroids? An all-band, no-tuner required compact 
HF antenna, easily operated from an apartment? What about 
inexpensive test equipment? Without low-cost entry level rigs, how 
will we improve the radio art? 


And what resources are we dedicating to this aspect of the hobby? 
Sure, there are wonderful QRP kits out there, inexpensive and easily 
"tinkered-with". Yet it is important to not restrict the entry to 
the hobby to QRP operation. The demise of Heathkit in the Amateur 
Business removed the last opportunity a "typical" ham had to build a 
full-featured, QRO, HF radio. Even when they were available, they 
were expensive. 


I issue a challenge, to develop and kit a full-featured QRO radio 
kit, multi-band, easy to build, for less than $100. Overly 
ambitious? Probably. But part of the problem we have is lack of 
ambition, and lack of carefully-articulated goals. 


Speaking of challenges, the ARRL purports to represent amateur radio 
in the United States. Yet, according to an editorial in CQ VHF 
(March 1997), League membership represents only 23% of licensed 
American amateur operators. If we are serious about representing 
the amateur community, we need a no-cost membership. Voting 
membership. 


No other services would be available -- no QSL bureau, no QST, no 
free help in fighting antenna ordinances. Rather, just the 


opportunity to elect section managers, division directors, and 
others, and voice opinions that (for the moment) are neglected. And 
not charge $36 per year for that right. 


So, you may (correctly) ask, just what is the answer? How do we 
attract those amateurs we want, while keeping the unsavories out? 

It is certainly not an easy question. Radio no longer has the 
facination it once had. Technologically, while modes have perhaps 
advanced some, methods have advanced practically nil. We must focus 
on the means as the "container of joy" to be found in amateur radio. 
The idea of the means being as important as the communication 
itself. 


In addition, we must, must bring back the lost art of elmering. 
Elmers became unnecessary when commercially available equipment 
became available, not when licensing standards changed. The decline 
began with the onset of the "plug and play" mentality, long before 
Microsoft. 


A few years back, a friend of mine and I were having a conversation 
about an ad we saw in one of the ham magazines. Not to belittle the 
advertiser, but the advertisement was for an "antenna, wire, that 
worked all bands with low SWR, perfect for solid-state rigs." In 
the fine print, it read “with a tuner." Priced at an "amazingly low 
$150", the kit consisted of $5 worth of wire and three ceramic 
insulators, with instructions on how to "cut" the antenna (meaning, 
place it around the ceramic insulator, twist the wire, solder if 
necessary). 


This ad suggested to me that the advancement of the radio art had 
indeed ceased. 


We must return to kits and homebrew, with guides to help the 
inexperienced, as a very, very low cost method of entering the 
hobby. We are not here to provide a return on investment of the 
commercial rig manufacturers on the back of teenagers. 


Ten-Tec, for one, has always provided, in my humble opinion, an 
excellent balance between homebrew and commercially built radios. 
MFJ is moving in that direction. But the availability of such 
materials is no substitute for elmers helping those on the air to 
improve their skills, and discover the joy of learning. 


Why is it that every school has at least a stated goal of internet 
connection, and not an amateur radio station? Why is it that there 
are debate, math, language, and other "academic" teams in our high 
schools and colleges, but no radio teams? It would be a simple task 
indeed to create radio clubs in every school, and have an annual 


competition, crowning champions in every state, region, and 
national. How much positive press would we get out of crowning a 
national high school radio champion? Particularly one that built 
everything from scratch? 


I'm not convinced that ham radio is gasping its last, at least not 
yet. But until we redefine ourselves as something other, something 
more, than simple communicators, we will continue to suffer. And 
until we find a way to express the joy of the methods, rather than 
the ends, we can expect our ranks to diminish technically. And 
until we begin helping those amoungst us to enter and progress in 
the hobby, we can continue to expect the self-centered garbage that 
currently populates our HF (and none to infrequently, VHF) bands.

The receivers look for a distortion in the noise.<g> The transmitter 
and receiver must be synchronized to within nanoseconds (well, on LOWFER, 
maybe a microsecond will do it) so that the receiver looks for a signal that 
is not only exactly on frequency, but has an exact, pre-known phase 
relationship any to the timing reference.

Most oscilloscopes will display signals well beyond their rated BW. The 
problem is that what they display is not necessarily what is there. They 


are not displaying the leading edges of the waveforms with any accuracy at 
all, and that is typically why you look at an RF waveform with a scope. 
Aside from buying a new scope, the simplest way to display higher frequency 
signals on a scope is to mix them down to a useable frequency. Since you 
are not cutting the mixer on and off (with your keying) the edge of the 
waveform is not necessarily altered via the mixing process. I would check 
the accuracy of the presented waveform after construction of such a mixer 
on a scope that WOULD display all the frequencies to be certain the circuit 
parameters are not changing things besides frequency. Use either an NE-602 
or just try a doubly-balanced mixer diode set and a simple oscillator and 
see what you get. Don't forget impedance matching/etc.
